WasHINGTON, D. O., January 4.—Upon the 
eve of Congress meeting again there has been 
circulated many reports concerning the Presi- 
dent’s attitude. It has been said that he 
was looking forward to the winter 
with great anxiety. Other stories 
have credited him with seeking 
interviews with Republican Senators in order 
to find out how much of a fight was going to 
be made on his nominations. Other similar 
stories regarding the President’s position 
toward Congress have been put in very gen- 
eral circulation. Saturday afternoon 
the PosT-DisPaTCH correspondent called 
upon President Cleveland for the pur- 
pose of asking him directly about his 
personal position, and to determine, if pos- 
sible, from first hand, the truth or falsity of 
the stories alluded to. The correspondent 
was fortunate enough to find the President 
alone in the Library behind his desk, with 
a great mass of papers in front of him, and 
the curtains at his back were 
pulled away from the window so that he sat in 
a perfect flood of sunlight, as if fond of the 
luxury ofasun bath. The President showed 
no sign or trace of the fatigues of the day be- 
fore. His eyes were clear, while his 
whole appearance was one of perfect 
physical health. During the extended con- 
versation which followed he talked frankly 
and freely. He showed in nothing he said the 
remotest shade of anxiety or nervonsness 
about the future work of Congress. He was 
asked: Is it true, Mr. President, that you 
have sought interviews with Republican Sen- 
ators tor the p@pose of talking over with 
them what will be done with your appoint- 
ments?“ 

No, there is not a word of truth fn 8.“ 

Have you talked with Senators of either 
party upon the subject?’’ 

**T may have mentioned this subject casually }- 
to some of my callers, but only as a casual 
topic of conversation. Of course, it is natu- 
ural that I should take an Interest in the con- 
firmation or rejection of the men I have 
selected during tne vacation. But I 
felt no undue anxiety upon the subject.’’ 
Here the President settled his black-rimmed 
glasses close up against his eyes and picked 
up a bound copy of his message, saying as he 
did so: ‘‘I made a great point in this paper of 
defining my duties as they relate to Congress 
as clearly and distinctly as possible. I 
deemed this definition of the duties 
of the Executive so important that 
it was placed almost at the very begining of 
the message. That portion of my message has 
apparently attracted but little attention. I 
have seen no allusion to it anywhere, and yet 
I regard it as one of the 
ef IMPORTANT PASSAGES IN THE MESSAGE.’’ 

Here the President read from the message, 
clearly and distinctly, the following: 


At the threshold of a compliance with these 
constitutional directions, it is well for us to 
bear in mind that our —— to the peo- 
ple’s interests will n r by 
a constant * PR o = scope 
and character of our espective 
duties as they relate to federal — 
When the Executive may recommend such 
means as he shall deem expedient, the re- 

sponsibility for legislative action must and 
5 ould rest upon those selected by the people 
to make their laws. Contemplation 
of the grave and responsible functions 
ass! * to the respective branches 
of t vernment under the Oonstitution, 
will disc se the partitions of power between 
our respective departments and their neces- 
sary independence, and also the need for the 
exercise of all the power intrusted to each in 
that spirit of comity and co-operation which — 
essential to the proper fulfillment of th 
otic obligation which rests upon us as Hul 
servants of the people. 


After he had finished this reading the Presi- 
dent settled back in his chair, and, with a look 
of earnestness which approached solemnity, 
said: 1 believe this is an executive office, 
and I deem it important that the 
country should be reminded of it. 
Ihave certain executive duties to perform. 
When that is done my resposibility ends. The 
office is one of the co-ordinate branches of the 
government. The senators and members 
have their duties and their respon- 
sibilities. They put their hands 
upon the Bible and take the 
same oath of obligation upon assuming office 
as does the President.’’ The President then 
continuing said that when he had made his 
recommendations to Oongress or had sent 
appointments to the Senate, the responsibility 
was shifted to the other end of the avenue. 
The President regards thé financial question 
as the most important before Congress, al- 
though he does not by any means underrate 
the importance of the tariff question. As he 
touched upon these two topics he stood up and 
moved about, leaning upon the chairs about 
his desk as he outlined his personal 
ideas relating to these subjects. He 
said: ‘‘I believe the business of the country is 
now, to a large extent, in a condition of un- 
certainty owing to the doubt as to what will 
be done with silver. I 
upon that subject to the best of 
my ability in my message. I do not see how 
even the extreme advocates of the use of silver 


much remains idle, and there seems to be no 
scarcity of currency.’’ 

Do you believe that Congress will carry out 
your recommendations about silver? Do you

NO EXCLUSIVENESS AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 

The people of the United States evidently 
have a large consideration in the President’s 
mind. This was illustrated during the con- 
versatlon between him and the PostT-Dis- 
PATCH correspondent, During the latter part 
of his talk the messenger brought in a card of 
introduction for one of the most influential 
members of the Cabinet. This card 
was personal and pressing, introduc- 
ing a well-known and influential gen- 
tleman, The message supplemented the card by 
one or two personal remarks indicating the 
anxiety of the caller to see the President. 
The President in reply to this, said in a quiet 
way to the messenger: Is it not about time 
for my public reception?“ 

„Tes, said the messenger, there is a 
large number of people in the East room, and 
itisnow within twoorthree minutes of the 
regular time for going down. 

„Well, they cannot be kept waiting. Tell 
the gentleman that I will see him after I have 
held the public reception.’’ 

This slight incident is a good illustration of 
the President's method of doing business. 
Everything. is done at an appointed hour. 
Those who come in conflict with the duties of 
the hour, however influential or however well 
supported they may be, have to give way 
and take their turn. He very rarely makes 
the people who come to his public receptions 
waite moment beyond the time set for his 
coming down. On the other hand he rarely

THE MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE CONDEMNS 
CHARTERS WITH INDEFINITE TIME. 


The Grand Avenue Bridge and Its Projectors 
—Report of the Transportation Committee— 
The Wheat Market Takes a Drop of a Cent a 
Bushel, Which Means the Exportation of 
Gold—Commercial Notes and News. 


The Merchants’ Exchange held their annual 
meeting to-day and the reports of the Presi- 
dent, Secretary and Treasurer were read.

States that the press of this country is 


generally given to lying, more so than 
the newspapers of any other country. In 
a letter written to Mr. Keppler for publi- 
cation, he says: 

I don't think there ever was a time when 
newspaper lying was so general and so mean 
as at present, and there never was a country 
under the sun where ft flourished as it does in 
this: The falsehoods daily spread before the 
people in our newspapers, while they 
are proofs of the mental ingenuity of 
those engaged in newspaper work, are insults 
to the American love for decency and fair play 
of which we boast. 


If the President is not mistaken about 
this, our people must be avery bad lot and 
the country itself in a bad way. In 
no other time has the newspaper been 
more respected or more influential in this 
country than itis now. In no other coun- 
try under the sun is the press so prosperous 
or so powerful. Never before and no- 
where else has it been so independent of 
Presidents and Cabinets, or of office- 
holders, patronage brokers and party 
bosses. In the last five years the press 
and people have taken an obscure man 
from the Mayor’s office in Buffalo and 
made him successively Governor of New 
York and President of the United States. 
Did it accomplish that feat by lying? Has 
it by lying become the leader and teacher 
of the people, and made the orator and 
statesman little better than a lay figure in 
our politics? If our people have given 
their confidence and support to such a 
press as the President has described, a 
press so licentious and regardless of truth 
that its like has never been seen or toler- 
ated elsewhere, then they must themselves 
be shocking examples of the moral de- 
pravity wrought by liberty and the priv- 
ilege of self-government. 

But President CLEVELAND is not a com- 
petent censor of the press. He knows but 
little about it, and is merely mouthing the 
whimperings of the politicians who sur- 
round him, How they have lied to him 
he knows and has told the country, and if 
he will examine into the matter a little 
he will find that they are responsible for 
most of the lies set afloatand given to the 
public for what they are worth by news- 
paper correspondents and reporters. 

The vulgar clatter about lies in news- 
papers is keptup by people who are too 
ignorant or too captious to distinguish be- 
tween the statements for the truth of 
which a newspaper is justly responsible, 
and the vast amount of rumors and sug- 
gestions on every side of every publicmat- 
ter which it is the function of newspapers 
to gather and print, trusting their readers 
to estimate such gossip and hearsay at its 
true value while waiting for it to be veri- 
fied or refuted. The newspaper is required 
to handle that kind of matter with the 
same freedom that is observed in the talk 
of one citizen to another. But no public 
man is more careful about his responsible 
statements than the average newspaper, 
oris under heavier bonds to maintain a 
reputation for conscientious candor and 
accuracy. 

THE most charitable construction to be 
put upon the Presidential attack on the 
press is that the President did not know 
what he was saying.. Wholesale and in- 
discriminate slanders of any class of men 
usually represent the foolish rage of those 
who utter them, rather than their sober 
judgment, but we do not know whether 
this explanation will help President CLEvE- 
LAND atall. He has wantonly gone out of 
his way to insult and defy the newspaper 
press of the country, and if the conse- 
quenoes are unpleasant he must be left to 
shoulder them without assistance, as he 
invoked them without provocation.

the price of steel rails and the meeting of the 
steel manufacturers, to be held in Pittsburg 
this week, to advance prices, seem to trades. 
men generally to indicates possible advance 
in the prices of iron, and also to give warning 
of a general revival of business. The possi. 
bilities are discussed as fully and eagerly by 
men not engaged in trading in iron or any of 
its products as by those who are directly con- 
cerned. Pessimistic opinions are plenty, 
based on the theory that the advance in the 
price of steel rails is not warranted by any nat- 
ural and healthy demand. The steel rail 
men themselves look upon the matter more 
hopefully, however, and look at the orders 
pouring in upon them with complacency, asa 
sure indication of a general revival of busi- 
ness. The belief of this class is expressed by 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie of the great rail manu. 
facturing firm of Carnegie Brothers of Pitts. 
burg. With the Post-DIsPaTcH correspondent 
he yesterday talked freely regarding the cheer- 
ful outlook for the coming year. 

We furnished steel rails last year at $25 and 
$26 a ton, he said, rather than close our 
works and allow them to stand idle. Such a 
price was, of course, abnormally low, and 
on each ton produced the manufac. 
turer lost money. We are making 
rails as cheaply as they were made 
in Great Britain, and the American manufac- 
turers furnished rails to Canada at a less price 
than England could do it, but it was done at 
less than the cost of production. Prices have 
now assumed something like their normal con. 
dition, and rails are selling at $35 a ton, af
